However, Administrative Order 2020-3

is still in effect, and Nevada is still in a state ofemergency. Therefore, and good cause appearing,

the quoted language above on page 4,11. 4-5 of Administrative Order 2020-3, is hereby amended

to read, "all currently issued writs ofexecution are hereby stayed until further order ofthe Court."

All other provisions of Administrative Order 2020-3 shall remain as written.
